J.  R.  COHRAN  RETIRES 

John  Roy  Cohran,  Assistant  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
retired  April  28,  after  almost  45  years  of  service.  Mr.  Cohran,  from  the  Bluegrass 
State,  entered  the  Bureau  August  21,  1905,  as  clerk  (stenographer  and  "type- 
writer").

He  has 
handled  business,  financial,  and  personnel  problems  in  the  old  red  brick  building, 
the  Munsey  Building,  and  the  East  Wing  of  the  present  Administration  Building. 

A  characteristic  for  which  he  has  been  noted  is  encouraging  the  young  people 
who  have  begun  work  in  the  lower  brackets  of  the  Bureau  to  realize  ambitions 
and  advance  in  Government  service.  Through  the  years  many  of  the  youths 
whom  he  has  counseled  have  returned  to  express  gratitude  for  his  aid  and  encour- 
agement.
